“In fact 
the poppy: scems to be grown 
everywhere,” he said; I have never 
seen so much being grown any- 
where as there is now jn Yunnan.”

General -went on to: talk 
about brigands. At the present time 
brigandage .was very bad all over 
the country, but it was far worse in 
western. China than anywhere clse, 
he said, The worst. province in 
this respect he considered to be.
